The highlight of the week’s events 
was the-conferring of an honorary 
degree' of Doctor of Laws upon 
President Franklin D. Roosevelt. 
At the same ceremony, the degree 
of LL.D. was conferred upon the 
Chief Justice of Canada, Sir Lyman 
Poore Duff, Ex-president Herbert C. 
Hoover and several other famous 
persons. 

On Saturday morning, both Dr. 
Ellis and Prof. Yoder participated 
in a huge academic procession in 
which about four hundred dele¬ 
gates from various educational in¬ 
stitutions were personally present¬ 
ed to President Thomas S. Cates, 
Ph.

ley’s lecture, Monday evening, Sep-1 
tember 23. Mr. Swomley, a friend- 
of Mr. Read, is connected with the j 
Fellowship of Reconciliation Organ-1 
ization, a pacifistic group with def- ’ 
mite aim and purpose. 

Mr. Swomley stated that there; 
are basic causes to be solved before ^ 
pacifism can reign supreme. For i 
every war there will he another 
Versailles as long as envy, hate, 
and fear, persist among nations. 
Pacifism won’t be secured over¬ 
night, but now is tlie accepted time 
to begin. War is the most barbarious 
tiling in the world, calling upon 
the assistance of every known 
crime. 

| Pacifism has worked. William 
Penn had less trouble with the In¬ 
dians than any other colonial lead¬ 
er because he met them on their 
terms and went the second mile to 
secure peaceful relations. Gandhi 
has achieved amazing results in 
India by the method.,of non-violent,

TOUCH FOOTBALL 
RULES RELEASED 
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Fow Wow 


Robert Barben, Chairman of 
Athletics, released a set of rules 
yesterday to cover the touch foot¬ 
ball league. Barben also announced 
that the opening game in the league 
will take place Thursday afternoon 
between the freshmen and the soph¬ 
omores. 

The rules are as follows: 

All occasions that are not cover¬ 
ed by these rules are subject to in¬ 
tercollegiate rules. 

1. Nine players constitute a team. 
Six players may be used by mut¬ 
ual consent of the captains. The 
six ma n team is desirable on a 
congested field. 

2. Three periods of 15 minutes 
each shall constitute a game. 

3. If at the end of the game the 
score is tie, the team with the 
greatest number of first downs 
shall be adjudged the winner. If 
the number of first downs is also 
tied, an extra ten minute period 
shall be played. 

4. A team is allowed four downs 
to advance the ball twenty yards. 

5. Unlimited substitutions are per¬ 
mitted. 

6. Unlimited timeouts are permit¬ 
ted 

7. All substitutes must report to 
the referee. Failure to report pen¬ 
alty is five yards. 

8. Scoring — Touchdown, six 
points: Safety, two points; play 
after touchdown, one point. 

9. A touch occurs when an oppon¬ 
ent touches the ball carrier on 
any part of the body with one 
hand. 

10. A forward pass is allowed from 
any point behind the line of 
scrimmage, 

11. Any member of a team is eli¬ 
gible to receive a pass. 

12. The ball is dead at the point 
of touch. 

13. A touchback is made when the 
ball is kicked over the goal lice 
without being touched by a play¬ 
er of either team; or on an in¬ 
complete forward pass over the 
goal line on the fourth down. Ball 
put into play on the twenty yard : 
line. 


With such a start as a victory 
over Drexel to spur them on, this 
year’s team should come through in 
grand style. The student support 
should also be better than it has 
been in years. But have a care, boys, 
don’t let any over-confidence seep 
in. Every team we face for the re¬ 
mainder of the season is a potential 
winner. Most of them are big, veter¬ 
an squads. It’s going to take plenty 
of work and fight, but—it can de 
done!

This title sounds a bit I'adieal, but I think 
it is true that Juniata becomes just that for 
a great many of us students. In other 
words, we allow our life here on the camp¬ 
us to absorb our attentions so entirely that 
we limit our sphere of interest to the col¬ 
lege or at most, Huntingdon and the home 
town. For example, I think almost anyone 
would admit that he knew much more 
about the current war situation while he 
was at home than he does at present. Of 
course, I don’t wish to create the impres¬ 
sion that whole-hearted devotion to studies 
and to campus activities should not be ev¬ 
ery student’s duty, but I believe, too, that 
it is his duty as a citizen of our great nation 
to at least be aware of the issues which are 
facing us and to do a little thinking for 
himself on those very issues. 

Admitting that Juniata does become a 
hermitage for a great many students, it 
seems important to prove next that it can 
be avoided and without too much effort 
First, it would be very profitable for each 
student to endeavor to spend at least an 
hour each day in perusing the pages of 
some reliable newspaper. Secondly, when 
the administration, who are aware of this 
problem, I believe, bring authorities to the 
campus for our benefit, we should endeav¬ 
or to get as much from their lectures or 
performances as possible. This entails at 
least attending the lectures or perform¬ 
ances, and giving the speaker our respect¬ 
ful attention. What do you say? That Ger¬ 
man lesson will go a lot easier or those 
“chem” formulas will stick much better if 
you leave them for an hour or so to think 
about other folks and their problems.

STUDENT CONSCRIPTION 

We were reminded this week in a letter 
from the state selective service headquart¬ 
ers that college students who have already 
started on the present academic year will 
not be required to interrupt their studies 
to enter the army under the selective serv¬ 
ice law. 

According to the Burke-Wadsworth 
Bill, any college student who has already 
started his course of study for the year and 
who is selected for training by the local 
board, “shall, upon his request, be defer¬ 
red from induction into the land or naval 
forces for . . . training and service until the 
end of the academic year, but in no case 
later than July 1, 1941.” 

It was reiterated that college men who 
will have reached their twenty-first birth¬ 
day by October 16 will be required to reg¬ 
ister in that day. However, if selected for 
service, they will be given the opportunity 
to finish the year first. 
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Librarily Speaking 

A Worm’s Eye View 

Lady Jean, St. Jerome, Mile. Chariorte du Vat 
d’Ognes, and The Laughing Cavalier are no longer 
library orphans. They found eager adopters among 
Juniata’s dorm dwellers. 

Take a good look at Mile. Charlotte: she typifies 
the artistic ideal of the French Revolution. Every 
classical fold of her gown, each beautiful, statue-like 
like every note of suppressed color, proclaim the dog¬ 
ma “tree beauty is untouched by changes of fashion, 
because it was realized, once for all, by the Greeks 
and Romans.” . . . Jacques Louis David, her creator, 
was a strange mixture of passion and apathy. He at¬ 
tempted suicide after his fourth failure to win the 
Prix de Rome. (He won the fifth time.) Contrast his 
disappointed “No more than that?” when, finishing 
his sketch of Marie Antonette on her way to the scaf¬ 
fold, he discovered that only 80 people had been gul- 
lotined that morning .... 

Some harassed scholar must be enjoying Durer’s 
“St. Jerome in His Cell”, not only because it repre¬ 
sents the meditation on scholarly among Durers 
“Four Temperaments", but because it brings with it 
an atmospheie of peace and contentment. Do you like 
the striking effect of sunlight streaming through the 
leaded window panes? If you’re rather fascinated by 
that “emblem of mortality” on the window sill, you’re 
probab'y addressing it as Yorick. We do . . . 400 years 
haven’t produced a better copper engraving than this 
one of Durer’s. Do you know that Durer was so vex¬ 
ed when people said he was better in engraving than 
in color that he painted his great “Feast of the Rose 
Garlands” to silence them? But the proof of the pud¬ 
ding, etc . . . and we still prefer his engravings. 

You’re interested in that magnificent specimen of 
manhood topped by that glorious red hat? You know 
it’s a Titian, by that famous red-yellow color. And 
when we tell you that the model yon see is probably a 
very glorified version of himself, you brand Titian a 
flatterer, a hypocrite? Nay, not so. Titian was true to 
his art, though he cast all his setters in the mold 
which satisfied his conception of Venetian nobility . 

If yon. can follow Titian’s mathematical reasoning, the 
man’s broad shoulders, his dignity, and his command¬ 
ing melancholy add up to manliness. Add anything 
tawdry or bourgeois, and you get a minus quantity. 

You candid camera enthusiasts probably lingered 
wistfully over Ter Borch. You wished you could 
catch just such a fleeting aspect of intimacy. Five 
young girls, playing a duet, entirely unaware that 
they are being observed . . . One of you probably bor¬ 
rowed “The Concert”, because you realized that no 
candid camera shot could ever contain the richness 
and color beauty that the picture does. Did you feel 
dissatisfied with the perspective? Strange, isn’t it, 
W’hen Ter Borch usually show’s such accuracy in copy¬ 
ing nature? But be happy that the flaw is not—Lost: 
one lovely back, which is worth more in the painting 
than any number of lovely faces could be. 

Take good care of our orphans, if you’ve adopted 
any. Visit them often if you haven’t . . . But do get to 
know them better. It’s quite a matter of appreciation; 
you needn’t even worry about child psychology.

The Tycoon Club began its activ¬ 
ities for the current year with a 
meting Friday night held in the 
Men’s Club Room. Mr. Africa, super¬ 
intendent of the J. C. Blair and 
Company of Huntingdon was the 
guest speaker. His very informative 
talk dealt with the relationship of 
a successful man to his job. Mr. 
Africa particularly stressed the ap¬ 
plication of hard work for a truly 
profitable business career. The field 
of business is not to be considered a 
game which appears to be the mis¬ 
taken idea of a great many college 
students. It is a very serious pro¬ 
cess which consists of doing one’s 
job better than anyone else could 
do it. 

Mr. Africa also stressed the im¬ 
portance of doing the small insigni¬ 
ficant jobs as carefully as your big¬ 
gest task. 

A high-light ci the address was 
a dialogue between Eugene Shelly 
President of the Tycoon Club, and 
Mr. Africa. Mr. Shelly represented 
the young man being interviewed 
for a job and Mr. Africa portrayed 
the employer. This illustrated very 
clearly the proper approach of the 
job-hunter and the reaction of the 
potential employer. 

Mr. Africa concluded his valk by 
recounting a few of his own experi¬ 
ences in the business world primar¬ 
ily dealing with the employment of 
young college graduates. 


Dr. Ross C. Murphy, a trustee of 
Juniata College and a leader in the 
fight of the Church of the Brethren 
against militarism, gave a very in¬ 
teresting exposition on the subject 
of conscientious objection when he- 
spoke to the Dunkard Clnb of the 
college in the Stone Church Monday 
Dr. Murphy, who is a member of 
the Central Advisory Board for con¬ 
scientious objectors, conducted a 
very interesting informal discussion 
on the status of the conscientious 
objector. He outlined three paths 
which are open to the person who is 
really sincere in his belief against 
war. The first of these paths is that 
the C. O. may register for non-com¬ 
batant service which is service un¬ 
der military jurisdiction. The next 
action which could be followed 
would be to register for alternative 
service which is under civilian sup¬ 
ervision. This type of service would 
include such occupations as the 
machinist's trade and any other 
type of vital vocations and indus¬ 
tries. The last and most drastic 
path which lies open to the pacifists 
person is that of refusing to regis- . 
ter. This act will bring persecution 
by law to the extent of a one thou¬ 
sand dollar fine, and a five year 
sentence in jail. Dr. Murphy warned 
his listeners to be really sincere in 
their belief before objecting.

A devastating running attack 
led by shifty Ed Grega, gave the 
Juniata Indians a decisive 18-0 vic¬ 
tory over Thiel on the local field 
last Saturday. The game was a fea- 
lure of the annual Parent’s Day ac¬ 
tivities, and was played before a 
large crowd. 

The homesters counted one touch¬ 
down in each of the first three per¬ 
iods.

Leeper picked up eight 
yards at end, and then took a later¬ 
al from Grega for eight more and 
a first down on the 30-yard stripe.

The first quarter ended after this 
play, but there was no stopping the 
Blue and Gold. On the first play of 
the second period Grega broke 
through for 14 more yards, and one 
Play later Strayer banged over 
tackle for the score.

SEVENTY FIVE COLLEGE 
MEN REGISTER TODAY 

Juniata College will be provided 
with a special place of registry for 
all students or faculty members who 
are eligible for military service un¬ 
der the Burke-Wadsworth Selective 
Service Aet, it was announced on 
Monday by Mr. R. B. Stambaugh, 
college registrar. 

The conscription board for Hunt¬ 
ingdon, Mr. Stambaugh said, has 
made special arrangements for the 
students to register. This will re¬ 
move the necessity for students to 
return to their homes for registra¬ 
tion. Special attention was called to 
the attention of eligible men that all 
must register who are between the 
ages of 21 and 36, regardless of 
their opinions concerning compul¬ 
sory military service. 

Under present plans of the con¬ 
scription boards, students may be 
called under the provisions of the 
act, but will not be required to go 
into active service until July. 

About seventy-five Juniata men 
fulfill the requirements for registra¬ 
tion, and will fill out the forms next 
Wednesday, October 16,

How 
many people, in the first twenty 
years of their life-time live in such 
a way, that for the rest of their 
lives they have to suffer the conse¬ 
quences. Sinful habits, selfishness, 
stubborness, jealousy, neglect of 
duties, and disobedience bring "dis¬ 
content, quarrels, ; miseries into fam¬ 
ilies, between neighbors, between 
nations.”

We must admit that we are con¬ 
fronted with many problems today 
which had not faced earlier gener¬ 
ations. The world seems to be going 
faster than ever before. People keep 
getting more and;more to do—more 
and more things come in and take 
the place of Christ; more and more 
things draw our interest away from 
the church. More and more, our 
chief interest becomes our daily 
secular life instead of our spiritual 
lives. These are the factors which 
draw us from our Source of 
Strength, and by being so far from 
Him, we make ourselves bear these 
crosses of which' Rev. Golden has 
written. It is a real problem for us 
to face. 

What must we do, then? Are we 
to try and find a way to overcome 
all of the.se crosses, or is any such 
search hopeless?

You know—there’s a difference between a college

Crusader* Bring Strong!

Two of the foremost small college 
teams of Pennsylvania will risk 
their undefeated records this Sat- j 
nrday when the Susquehanna Cru¬ 
saders invade the gridiron of the 
Juniata Indians for . the Homecom¬ 
ing Day game of the Blue and Gold. 
With both teams expected to be 
near full strength, this will prob¬ 
ably be one of the hardest fought 
games of the year.

DRESS UP THE BAND 

The noteworthy performance of the 
band on Saturday in spite of the unsuitable 
weather, has brought home to us an im¬ 
portant fact: For the best possible appear¬ 
ance, for the favorable effect of compar¬ 
ison with bands from other colleges, for 
the advertising value it would bring Jun¬ 
iata College, for the attraction of new 
Land members which would tend to create 
a larger, better band, it seems to us that 
our band is badly in need of new uniforms. 

We were considering on Saturday the 
paradox which was being presented to 
the public who were present at the dedi¬ 
cation of our beautiful new auditorium and 
later witnessed the relatively poor appear¬ 
ance of the Juniata band. We thought also 
of the sharp contrast between the musical 
organizations of visiting Susquehanna and 
Juniata, not for their musical or drilling 
ability, but for the appearance of their uni¬ 
forms. Susquehanna, we may note, is a 
school somewhat like Juniata, organized 
as a church school; receiving, so far as we 
can ascertain, no state financial assistance; 
and having a student body similar to ours 
in size and spirit. Should not our band, 
therefore, be similarly well equipped and 
well-dressed ? 

Do not misunderstand us in the senti¬ 
ments we are expressing. We consider the 
drill formations arranged by Director 
Jones and Student Director Rodgers, and 
their musical interpretations of good band 
music, to be quite noteworthy. We con¬ 
tend, however, that their task would be 
made easier and more enjoyable, and the 
results which they attain would be more 
gratifying, if the band would be attired in 
more presentable uniforms. 

What, you may be wondering, is our 
objection to the present uniforms? In the 
first place, they are out of date. In the sec¬ 
ond place, they are certainly inadequate 
protection against the elements of wind, 
cold, rain, or snow. In the third place, they 
lack the crispness and immaculateness 
which are so necessary to good appear¬ 
ance. And, finally, we think the uniforms 
of Juniata's band should at least be in Jun¬ 
iata's school colors—Blue and Gold, not 
blue and white. 

We suggest, then, that something def¬ 
inite be done toward the purchase of new 
uniforms. We suggest that a committee be 
formed with representatives of the band, 
the Senate, the faculty, and the adminis¬ 
tration, whose purpose will be obtain the 
necessary equipment, and that as soon as 
possible. 

We are not militaristic. We do not ex¬ 
pect Juniata’s band to compete with those 
of Army or Navy. We do, however, think 
that we should compare favorably with 
the bands of other liberal arts colleges. To 
that end, we hope, your efforts and ours 
will be tirelessly devoted. And for that 
reason, we urge not “Strike up the Band”, 
but “Dress up the Band!”

“Poverty, chastity, humility,” 
said the monk, “these things are 
my life. 1 am sworn to poverty so 
that, the drive to grow rich may 
never keep me from God, for the 
love of money may overshadow my 
love for God. Purity is another part 
of my life which 1 prize, for any¬ 
thing which diverts my mind from 
God himself and His Glory must he 
put aside. These things are neces¬ 
sary to keep me near God, but 
above all, I must he humble, for I 
cannot serve God if I have great 
pride in my own doings. If I do 
things for my own glory, I am 
neglecting God’s glory, so above all 
I must be humble.” 

Have you ever noticed how the 
kernels of an ear of corn must lose 
their fullness and wither before 
they can germinate? In that same 
way we must die from our pride if 
we are lo spring forth and gain a 
fruitful life in Christ, for we re¬ 
member how Christ detested the 
great pride of the Pharisee yet 
turned to the humble, repentant 
sinner with a heart full of com¬ 
passion and forgiveness. Humility 
is well explained by this very ex¬ 
ample which we have here. The 
Pharisee had lived close to the law; 
he had been diligent in Ms search 
for perfection in living, yet, be¬ 
cause be was doing it to pamper 
liis pride and not to heighten the 
Glory of God, it benefited him noth¬ 
ing. On the other hand, the publi¬ 
can standing afar off, would not 
lift up so much as his eyes unto 
heaven, hut smote upon liis breast, 
saying, “God be merciful to me, a 
sinner” (Luke 1S:13). We read in 
Matthew 23:12, “Whosoever shall 
humble himself shall be exalted”, 
and in Psalms 10:17, “The Lord 
hath heard the desire of the meek”.

Perhaps the “you" of this dialogue Is not you, but 
if it isn’t you it most certainly and assuredly is one 
of your associates.

Obviously the use of trite expressions at Juniata 
is not promoted by the same features applicable to 
this situation.

“Put first things first,” that’s sen¬ 
sible, yet it is so easy for us to put 
off things of real importance for 
things of lessor importance. Even 
worse than this, we persuade our¬ 
selves that we are right in doing 
so. Most of the agencies which we 
contact during a lifetime are con¬ 
stant in their demands, yet we per¬ 
mit ourselves to ignore the value 
of a dogmatic stand for the things 
that should come first. In many 
minds there may be a question as 
to just what deserves their first 
loyalty, but the problem is solved in 
the Christian heart. We are to be 
for God, first and foremost This 
may cause conflicts within us, but 
if only we can be as firm in our 
stand as Christians have been in 
the past, we cannot fail. 

Jeremiah Horrox was an English 
philosopher, scientist, and clergy¬ 
man, and ’though he died when 
only twenty-one he made some very 
surprising discoveries. This young 
man had a great interest in astron¬ 
omy, much of his work being in 
that field, so naturally he was 
greatly interested when it was dis¬ 
covered that the plant Venus was 
about to cross the sun. This was 
surely a happening of great import¬ 


ance for the scientist, yet as we 
read Horrox’s journal, we find that 
he didn’t witness this most signif¬ 
icant sight, fpr Venus’ crossing took 

place on a Sunday morning, and 
much as this great scientist must 
have felt drawn to make his obser¬ 
vations, he went to take charge of 
the Morning Worship Service in his 
small church and didn’t get to see 
the crossing. As he wrote, “Called 
aside to greater things which ought 
nat be neglected for the sake of 
subordinate pursuits;” We must rec¬ 
ognize the great value of scientific 
discoveries and the seeking after 
knowledge and appreciation, yet 
first things should be first. " 

The attitude which Horrox ex¬ 
pressed by this act is often expres¬ 
sed by verses in the Bible, for as 
God told Moses, “Thou shall have 
no other Gods before me,” he Was 
saying that God’s work must bg’set 
first of all. “Therefore, thou shalt 
love the Lord thy God and keep'his 
charge and his statutes and his 
judgements, and his commandments 
always.” Deut. 11:1 Coilossians 
2:fi-7, “As ye have therefore receiv¬ 
ed Christ Jesus the Lord, so ■walk 
ye in him, rooted, built up, and 
established in your faith.” As is 
written in Matt. 6:33, “Seek ye 
first the Kingdom of God ubd his 
righteousness, and all these things 
shall be added unto you.” . “

j Dr. Henry J. Idzkowski, in¬ 
structor in the department of sci¬ 
ence at St. Francis College, address¬ 
ed the members of the Scalpel and 
Probe Club last Wednesday night 
on the subject, "Gonads as En¬ 
docrine Glands.” 

After briefly, discussing the nn- 
iture and endocrinology of the gon¬ 
ads, Dr; Idzkowski pointed out the 
close relationship and intricate in¬ 
fluence of the entire endocrine sys¬ 
tem. Said the lecturer, if any of 
these glands is upset, many diffi¬ 
culties ensue which “fifth-column¬ 
like attack from within.” 

The body of the address was con¬ 
cerned with research and experi¬ 
mentation which has been done and 
is being done with the endocrin-; 
ologlcal secretions of the gonads of 
the rat. Dr. Idzkowski, who him- 
j self is doing significant research on 
'this subject, supplemented the ma¬ 
terial of Ins discussion with slides 

Of special interest was Dr. Idz¬ 
kowski’s approach to the subject 
from the experimental point of 
view. Problems to be faced, difficult¬ 
ies overcome, criteria of worthwhile 
methods were all made lucid since 
the speaker could cite actual appli¬ 
cation of the principle involved. 

This scientist especially empha¬ 
sized the importance of this type of 
research as a basis for therapeutic 
treatment of hormone disorders in 
[the female. Practically a whole new 
realm of therapy has been opened 
by such experiments, 
j Of interest to the group was a 
! rat which Dr. Idzkowski had 
; brought along to show how the 
| ovaries are implanted in the ears 
of a male rat in order to observe 
the effects of the hormones on that 
vat. 

In a business meeting prior to 
the lecture, the club decided to in¬ 
crease its dues and to hold, in ad¬ 
dition to regular meetings, inform¬ 
al discussions of topics relative to 
biology in general. President Fred 
McClain presided at this meeting. 
Refreshments were served at the 
close of the evening lecture.

It is this simplicity and truth in “Family 
Portrait” that made it an outstanding play 
in the Broadway productions of 1939.

In “Family Por¬ 
trait”, the Masquers seem to have found 
the greatest possible fulfillment, so far, of 
goals they have always had before them: 
better plays, better acting, and better 
equipment. With its demand for delicate 
and perfect acting, this play is a challenge. 
As to equipment, never before in the 
twelve years in which they have function¬ 
ed on the Juniata campus have the Mas¬ 
quers possessed the facilities which are 
now theirs to use in the new Oiler Auditor¬ 
ium. 

An extra amount of planning and 
hard work has gone into this production. 
The cast itself is exceptionally large.. 
These thirty-some people, together with 
the director and the large number of “be¬ 
hind-the-scenes” helpers have been work¬ 
ing hard for the past six weeks to make 
this play a success. 

We might suggest that all of us owe 
this dramatic group something for the ef¬ 
forts they have put forth. We can respect 
them by being present tomorrow night. 

We might remind you that financial 
reasons can not keep you away. No charge 
will be made to college students, except 
for reserved seats. 

We might also say to you that you will 
want to be there to see the first Masquers’ 
production ever given in Oiler Hall. 

But the Masquers would rather have 
you attend for another reason. They want 
to show you the beauty and truth in “Fam¬ 
ily Portrait”, as they interpret it for you. 

“Family Portrait”, being what it is, 
“a simple, eloquent and reverent picture 
of the family of Jesus, the prophet without 
honor,” can be to each of us a prelude to 
the coming Christmas Season.

The Library has recently acquir¬ 
ed two new and interesting books, 
both written by Pennsylvania au¬ 
thors, both non-fiction, yet other¬ 
wise quite different. 

Professor J. W.' Yoder, a man 
closely associated with Juniata Col¬ 
lege, has written a biography of his 
mother entitled “Rosanna of the 
Amish”, a book describing truth¬ 
fully and vividly the life of the 
Amish people in Pennsylvania. Not 
less interesting are the charming 
illustrations for the story, all done 
by George S. Daubenspeck, a local 
artist. The College Library is 
handling orders for the book, and 
is, in addition, arranging a three- 
week display of Mr. Daubenspeck’s 
original drawings in the main hall 
of Founders. The first set of draw¬ 
ings was displayed last week, with 
two more to follow. 

“Council Fires on the Upper 
Ohio,” by Randolph C. Downes, is a 
gift to the Juniata College Library 
of the Buhl Foundation. It is one of 
a series of volumes relating to 
Western Pennsylvania history writ¬ 
ten under the direction of the His¬ 
torical Survey of Western Pennsyl¬ 
vania, a co-operative project spon¬ 
sored by the Historical Society of 
Western Pennsylvania, the Univer¬ 
sity of Pittsburgh, and the Buhl 
Foundation. Several years ago the 
Foundation, fearing that there was 
more than a grain of truth in the 
facetious statement, made by loyal 


Pittsburghers, that American his- i 
tory had been “made in Wester'd 
Pennsylvania and written in New 
England”, decided that grants! 
should be made for programs of re¬ 
search, interpretation, writing, and! 
publication, all for the purpose J 
searching out the historical “roots’ 1 
of Western Pennsylvania. Thus the' 
books of this series, as well as some 
others, came to be written. 

“Council Fires on the Upper 
Ohio” is the story of the diplomatic 
struggle between the whites and 
the Indians in Western Pennsyl- 
vania from about, 1725 until the. 
Battle of Fallen Timbers in 1794,] 

A very fair and truthful account of 
actual historical events, in which, 
the point of view of the Indian j s ] 
ably interpreted by an authority on 
Indian diplomacy, it harbors, be¬ 
neath the surface, an absorbing! 
drama of conflict—two utterly in-' 
compatible civilizations in grim and 
unceasing battle, each bent on de¬ 
stroying the other. 

The Buhl Foundation has present¬ 
ed the College Library in previous 
years with several other books of 
the Western Pennsylvania series, 
among them Solon J. Buck’s “The 
Planting of Civilization in Westers 
Pennsylvania,” Leland D. Baldwin's 
“Whiskey Rebels: The Story of a 
Frontier Uprising,” “Pioneer Life’ 
by J. Ernest Wright, and “Stories 
of Western Pennsylvania,” by the 
same author.

ments from his “Symphony in F 
i Minor,” we can at last recognize the 
charming simplicity of his works; 
Dittersdorf was one of the first to 
extend the Instrumental practice of 
the Mannheim circle, where the 
symphony orchestra, as we know it 
today, originated. 

After a brief intermission the mu¬ 
sicians take their places on the 
stage once more, and soon Beethov¬ 
en’s Overture to “Prometheus”, 
fills the auditorium with its clear, 
singing themes and startling chords. 
This is perhaps appreciated more 
by modern audiences than by the 
composer himself. A golden-tipped 
slipper taps lightly to the tune of 
1 the music, while a sparkling brace¬ 
let whirls on the busy wrist of the 
cellist Evening in Paris and A 
Rientot perfumes mingle with other 
fragrances in the close, warm air, 
and at the end of each number there 
is a crackling of programs, then 
hurried whispers just before the di¬ 
rector raises his hands for the next 
piece. , 

Edward German's “Three Danc¬ 
es", “The Morris Dance,” “The 
Shepherd’s Dance,” and “The Torch 
Dance,” were written as accomoan- 
ient for Shakespeare’s Henry VIII 
while the composer was musieal di¬ 
rector of the Globe Theatre in Lon¬ 
don. The first graceful selection 
is followed quickly by the lifting 
“Shepherd’s Dance” and thence goes 
into the fiery “Torch Dance.” 

In previous years great artists 
have been called upon to add spice 
to the Christmas program, but this 
season the audience enters into the 
yu’etide spirit and isngs with the 
orchestra. What a striking contrast 
to the other mnsic of the evening 
when sharp soprano and lusty bari¬ 
tone voices ring through the Hall!

The motion as stated from the 
floor, to be discussed by the group, 
was “Resolved: That the United 
States Should Not Sell Fifty Air¬ 
planes to Greece.”

“PLEASE DO NOT DISTURB” 

Tomorrow the examination period be¬ 
gins. We notice already the array of 
thumb-tacked notices on domitory doors. 
People within are studying! Some are dis¬ 
covering, perhaps for the first time, the 
necessity .of living by a schedule in col¬ 
lege. And a small number of that group 
will be finding shortly that their little sign 
will' go'"unheeded; for a few thoughtless 
souls will insist upon doing exactly as they 
please. Result, valuable time will be lost. 

Man learned early, while living in 
small groups, the value of consideration 
for others. To have the greatest possible 
amount of freedom for himself, he had to 
help set up and abide by certain tribal rul¬ 
es. But as the social group expanded, indiv¬ 
iduals found themselves surrounded by 
laws, in the formulation of which they had 
no direct part.

Not so 
large, but that the majority of rules have 
a direct bearing on each of us. 

But take a look at Noah Webster’s def¬ 
inition of the work quiet: “free from noise 
or disturbance”. Now compare it with the 
actual situation. Quiet hours include: in 
the mornings, the hours from 8:30 until 
12:45; in the afternoons, from 1:30 until 
4:00; and beginning at 7:30 in the eve¬ 
nings, until the following morning. Do we 
live up to the definition? 

Something is wrong, and it is not 
wholly the fault of the Hopse Committees. 
Recreation is a vital part of college 
students’ program, but if that rec- 
college students’ program, but if that rec¬ 
reation calls for an accompanyment of 
“noise”, then we must remove ourselves to 
the gymnasium, or the out-of-doors. 

We are beginning our first semester 
examination period. The usual number of 
people will allow radios to “blare”, will 
continue to slam doors, will exercise their 
lungs whenever they feel like it —unless 
they learn to assume responsibility for 
their own behavior. Undoubtedly, a few 
cases will still be here at the beginning of 
the first semester for Hall Presidents to 
waste their time over. But we hope, that 
with the taste of necessity for scheduled 
study hours during the period of tests, the 
majority of thoughtless individuals will 
realize that they are not the only people 
living at Juniata College.

In conclusion, Mr. Bowman stat¬ 
ed that this relief work has been a 
vital step toward building interna¬ 
tional understanding.

WAGNER BIOGRAPHY 

lauded by the critics everywhere. In March he opens 
the Lenten Recital Series at St. Mark’s. 

Last year when Juniata College was presented 
with the Moller Organ by Miss Rello Oiler in memory 
of her parents, auditions were held for the selection 
of an organist, and William Wagner received the 
position which he so highly merited, and that was 
the union of organ and organist, the two which have 
become inseparable in onr minds. The Moller Organ 
is an exceptional instrument. Rated by the national 
organists’ magazine, the “Diapason”, as one of the 
best organs built in 1940, it was designed by Dr, Carl 
Weinrich, organist at Vassar and Wellesley Colleges. 
The voicing was done by Richard Whitelegg, one of 
the outstanding tonal architects of the country. Last 
fall when queer sounds issued from Oiler Hall, as yet 
closed, that was Mr. Whitelegg testing the instru¬ 
ment, pipe by pipe (there are over two thousand of 
them) until he achieved the perfection of tone for 
which our organ is highly commended today. It is a 
three manual instrument with thirty ranks of pipes 
and forty-three stops including a set of chimes. 

Since he has come to Juniata, Bill has received 
high distinction, for he was elected a colleague in 
the American Guild of Organists of which he was 
formerly a member. He is now eligible to take the 
examination for associateship in the Guild. His re¬ 
cital programs now appear in the official magazine of 
the organization, “The Diapason”. 

To have such skill and ability to one’s eredit 
when most of us are “just people” is indeed an 
achievement. Supported by his splendid musical 
training and his fidelity to the music he loves. Bill 
Wagner makes himself a part of the instrument while 
he is playing. Every piece becomes a masterpiece in 
his hands. The advent of William Wagner at Juniata 
and the installation of the Moller Organ are two 
things which make 1940 outstanding in the history of 
the College..

in which the two sides are taken by ' 
democracy and totalitarianism, ac-, 
cording to Dr. Nicholas R. Doman 
in his lecture, “An Impoverished 
World”. This was the third lecture 
in the current Institute of Under- 1 
standing series, sponsored by four 
Huntingdon service clubs, and held 
each Friday night in Oiler Hall. 

Dr. Doman put great emphasis on 
flie fact that the present crisis is 
not just another world war, but 
that it is a war in which the status 
quo of 1938 is to be completely over¬ 
thrown. making- way for either of 
two principles, democracy or total¬ 
itarianism. This cannot necessarily 
he called just an international war. 
because it is much more than that. 

It is the conflict of two comprehen¬ 
sive principles.- It is necessary that 
a new international and political 
set-up be instituted, and the war 
today is going to determine which 
of these two comprehensive prin¬ 
ciples is to win. 

If the war ends with the total- 
itarians victors, the Nazis will con¬ 
tinue to get complete and exclusive 
control of foreign markets and the i 1 
United States cannot compete.

“What would an archeologist of the 
year 10,000 make of an American civiliza¬ 
tion if all he had to go by was advertising 
copy? ‘These people lived in such leisure 
and luxury as the world has seldom seen,’ 
he might write. ‘The men wore soft slip¬ 
pers and lounging robes of silk and brace¬ 
lets on which a dial with a moving hand 
marked the slow and delicious passage of 
time. They smoked mild narcotics and 
drank stronger ones. Their women went 
very lightly clad in silk hose, stilted slip¬ 
pers and garments of silk and lace. They 
were highly perfumed and bejeweled; car¬ 
ried smokable narcotics in jeweled cases 
of gold. Besides drinking and smoking nar¬ 
cotics leisure was taken up with reading, 
photography and listening to transmitted 
music. They traveled in the extreme north 
and south. In their northern sojourns they 
wore clothes; none—or virtually none—in 
the south. "When they went out of the 
home, they moved in glass capsules rein¬ 
forced with steel.

Certainly, our 
friendship for persons in need should be 
great enough to warrant our making at 
least a small gift. We can be friends if we 
will. The question lies before us: Will we 
be Levites and High Priests, or will we be 
: Good Samaritans?

Names in the News 


Hong Kong is the important trade center in South 
China, which is British property and yet has been re¬ 
cently threatened by the first important Japanese of¬ 
fensive in nearly a year. For, contrary to the usual 
impression, China has been receiving a great amount 
of supplies through devious routes along the South 
China coast than over the widely publicized Burma 
Road, and so the Japanese attack is a serious threat 
to the outside world. 

Santander, a devastated city in northern Spain, 
was recently entered by technical units of the Ger¬ 
man Army. Tile group had a “peaceful mission”,” to 
alleviate suffering in the wrecked Spanish city of"30,- 
000 homeless and hundreds of razed buildings. 

Sofia, Bulgaria has become the scene of the latest 
chapter in Hitler’s “march of time”. Having crossed 
the Danube on pontoon bridges, the troops have set 
up headquarters.in the city. 

Herat, Albania was the object of particularly 
heavy British air raids during last week. At this 
point and Tepelin enemy stores and troop barracks 
were successfully attacked. 

Catania and Comesi in Sicily, which are noted as 
air bases, were also reached by the R. A. F. bombers 
on the night of February 20th and 21st. 

The Bor copper mines in Yugoslavia, which were 
operated by a French corporation, are about to pass 
under German control. The importance of such a 
transfer to war industries requires special attention. 

The towns of Subotica, Crvenca and Sombor in 
northern Yugoslavia have been recently damaged by 
the flood waters of the Danube. Many acres are under 
water and homes of numerous families washed away. 
Many more towns in this area are still in grave dang¬ 
er also. 

The Bermuda base recently acquired from Great 
Britain will presently become a “bonafide” naval air 
station since the awarding by the government of a 
$9,150,000 contract last week to New York and Hart¬ 
ford construction companies,

Juniata Uses Fish Bowl Method in Selecting Senate Mem' 
bers. Visiting Artist Does Drawing. Complications Re¬ 
sult in Some Cases.

Arts Festival will be an illustrated 
lecture by Dr. Julius Held, lecturer 
for the College Artists’ Association 
and a member of the faculty at 
Columbia University, Friday eve¬ 
ning, April 4, at 8:15 o’clock. Dr. 
Held will speak on the Dutch and 
Flemish painters represented at the 
Exhibit and will make use of double 
lantern slides to illustrate his talk. 
The Library will be open that eve¬ 
ning after the lecture for anyone to 
visit while the lecture is still fresh 
in his mind.

AT THE BEGINNING_ 

When a news staff takes over the task 
of editing and managing a newspaper, it 
is the generally accepted custom that the 
first issue's editorial column contain a 
statement of the policy which the paper 
intends to follow during the year and 
the goal toward which the year’s work 
will be directed. 

In the preamble to the Constitution 
of the Juniatian, the purpose of this week¬ 
ly is stated as follows: “in order to pro¬ 
vide for the regular dissemination of news 
and the publication of matter pertaining 
to Juniata, to its alumni and to its 
friends”. So says the Constitution and so 
say we. The Juniatian is a paper for Jun- 
iatians and their friends and we are here 
to make it a paper which will cover the 
news as well, as thoroughly and in as in¬ 
teresting a manner as it is possible for our 
staff reporters and editors to make it. 

We have our ideas as to how the 
above things should be done but we feel 
that it is better at this time, to refrain from 
any high sounding remarks which are 
likely to serve as boomerangs later; we 
shall wait and let you see for yourself how’ 
our ideas work. 

No matter how great our ideas might 
be, however, they will be ineffective if one 
very important factor is missing—namely, 
your support. In the newspaper business 
more perhaps than in any other work, the 
success of the enterprise depends largely 
upon cooperation not only within the ranks 
of the various staffs but between the read¬ 
ers and the newspaper. 

We realize that we are far from in¬ 
fallible .and that, unfortunately, our mis¬ 
takes may not be few. We also expect that 
most of our mistakes will be quickly de¬ 
tected by discerning readers. We do not 
ask. that you refrain from voicing your 
criticisms of our actions—in fact, we pre¬ 
fer it because we consider that any indica¬ 
tion of activity even though it may not be 
flattering, is better than a dormant condi¬ 
tion which is an evidence only of the lack 
of stimulating influence. 

When you are criticizing however, we 
do ask that you include us among those 
whom you permit to hear your remarks. 
And if there are any suggestions or com¬ 
plaints, we want to hear them. We do not 
promise that we will always do what you 
desire but we do here and now promise 
to listen and to consider your words care¬ 
fully and impartially. 

With your help, we are looking for¬ 
ward to an interesting and successful year 
for the Juniatian.

An Old Man’s Tale ......., 

Once On A June Morning 


One morning ns Juniata shook off the dregs of 
sleep, five-sixths of the school had as a waking 
thought, or rather, I should say, feeling, that some¬ 
thing had been irrevocably lost, and the other sixth 
entertained a tingling, terrifying, hopeful and hopeless 
spirit of adventure.

“I’m sorry if I seem to have been eavesdropping, 
but I couldn’t help hearing your little comparison 
there, and I don’t think it’s quite right.” 

It was a fine, distinguished-looking gentleman with 
white hair who was speaking. We had noticed him 
several times as he walked about the campus, sold¬ 
ierly erect and tall. We air listened with attention 
and respect as he continued. 

“It is an exciting and inspiring event in nature 
which we witness when we see the parent birds push 
their little ones out of the nest one by one, like so 
many parachutes, and I’ll admit it’s a little terrify¬ 
ing, too, until the little parachutists miraculously 
pull their rip cords and make a safe, though awk¬ 
ward, horizontal flight for a little distance and then 
regain the nest. But it seems to me that all of you 
Juniatians passed the fledgling stage long ago, and, 
if we would go on to new tales of strength and future 
promise, we’ll have to leave the bird analogy and find 
a new one.” 

We assured him we were quite willing to leave the 
birds and go on to fishes, elephants, squirrels, baseball 
bats, or anything he desired.

Then each year a new 
crop of trees would be ready for transplanting in 
communities where they would settle their roots deep 
aud provide the wealth of fruit and the blessing in 
shade that had been hoped of them. Some of them 
had their second planting in distant lands where the 
climate was strange and the soil poor, but their 
strength and fortitude overcame these difficulties and 
the Juniata trees, as the old orchard-planter had-hop¬ 
ed, came to be known the world over for their beauty 
and quality and fruitfulness.

On August 31, 1940, a huge airliner crashed in 
the mountains near Lovettsville, Virginia. With a 
score of other unfortunate victims the late Senator 
Ernest Lundeen lost his life, bringing to an end the 
outstanding career of a Wisconsin isolationist. In 
1917 Representative Lundeen was one of the fifty odd 
members of the House who voted against our entry 
into the first World War. Before his death in the 
summer of 1940, Senator Lundeen again faced the 
ridicule and abuse of administration leaders and in¬ 
terventionists in his efforts to direct America’s efforts 
toward defense and away from what he regarded a 
repetition of the mistake of 1917. Directly following 
his death on Sunday night, May 18th, the widow of 
the late Senator found it necessary to raise her voice 
in defense of the memory of her husband as a re¬ 
sult of cowardly slander which has come since Sep¬ 
tember. The blue network of the National Broad¬ 
casting Company illustrated the fortunate fact that 
there remains in America at least traces of a freedom 
of speech and opinion. Altogether the broadcast was 
rather unprecedented and unconventional. Mrs. Lun¬ 
deen was indignant over the evidently groundless 
charges directed against her husband by the radio 
journalist Walter Winchell. Mrs. Lundeen refuted 
numerous accusations pointing to her isolationist- 
husband’s connections with Nazi agents in this coun¬ 
try.
